Gibson was named as one of twenty 
persons in whose name the slain Arnold 
Rothstein kept “securities, property and 
data.” 

Surrogate O’Brien commanded the 
fight manager to appear and tell of all 
his transactions with the murdered 
gambler. The surrogate set the time 
for Tuesday month from 
the date on which Rothstein’s multi- 
tudinous with high and 
low persons were served with a bullet 
fired during a conference of gambling 
men in the Park Centra] Hotel. 

The connection between Rothstein 
and the former manager of the retired 
heavyweight champion, now honey- 
mooning in Europe, was not made clear 
by Andrew J. Sheridan. Sheridan i& 
one of the temporary administrators 
of Rothstein's $1,000,000 estate. 


Both Night-Life Figures. 


Gibson and Rothstein both have been 
familiar figures in Broadway after-dark 
life, and Rothstein, nationally noted for 
his uncanny ability to pick a winner, 
was one of the first to see the weak- 
ness in Dempsey’s aging legs and to 
profit thereby. 

Broadway gossip at the time said that 
Rothstein bet with his accustomed 
heaviness on Tunney in »both the Phil- 
adelphia fight, which gave him the 
crown, and at the Chicago Tunnefe 
Dempsey fracas, in which he kept it, 

Rothstein shared picking honors in 
the Philadelphia upset with Max “Boo 
Boo” Hoff, whose name already has 
been mentioned in the investigation, 
but at Chicago he boosted the waning 
interest in the second fight by letting 
it be known that he was betting on 
Dempsey.

The most practical plan seems 
to be entire exclusion of tariff revision from 
the coming short session, as it would be im- 
possible to give it adequate consideration with 
so many other measures demanding attention.

MARYLAND ROBBED. 


Embezzlement of money from the Maryland 
State road fund has been going on for eight 
years. Defalcations during that time amount 
to $376,138 out of a total expenditure of 
$62,000,000, according to a statement by Gov. 
Ritchie. In addition to this cash shortage 
special auditors found that the method of 
handling accounts receivable, which total 
$250,000, ‘‘seems to be very lax and there may 
be items among them which are uncollectible.” 

Reports of the special auditors and a special 
committee appointed by the governor indicate 
that employes of the State road commission 
were beneficiaries of the stolen money. Checks 
totaling $154,839 were written to cover pay- 
ment of illegitimate bills. The checks ap- 
parently were cashed by employes and the re- 
curded payees did not see them. More than 
$29,000 was disbursed for materials which 
were not received or for services never 
rendered. The commission paid more than 
$31,000 for merchandise received by private 
individuals. A total of $116,752 went for ir- 
regular disbursements on labor pay rolls, ac- 
cording to the report. 

There appears to be not a single item in the 
shortages that could not have been, detected 
by a competent auditor or members of the com- 
mission who are charged with responsibility of 
administration of the fund. Two members of 
the commission serve without pay, but, as 
pointed out by the special committee, they were 
duty bound in common with the chairman to 
see that expenditures were lawfully authorized 
and that the system in use for safeguarding 
the funds were adequately supervised. With 
regard to the State auditor’s office the com- 
mittee concluded: ‘‘Such peculations can not 
be repeated over a period of months or years 
without being . discovered by a competent 
auditor or sensed by well-advised manage-~- 
ment.” ; 

it is fundamental in the American scheme of 
government that every department of adminis- 
tration, especially those which deal with public 
money, be checked up. It is evident that the 
check on the Maryland State road commission 


has been much neglected, either through anti-| 


quated methods or inefficient officials. Study 
of the problems‘of governmental administra- 
tion of funds and adoption of modern business 
methods would in all likelihood have saved the 
State large sums of money. Pinter 
Recommendations of the special committee 
include preparation of a complete budget for 
the State road commission annually, appoint- 
ment of a bonded treasurer, inauguration of a 
system for dual signing of checks, appointment 
of an auditor to make complete monthly re- 
* ports, revision of’ the present accounting sys- 
. tem, an annual audit -by certified public ac-

It is evident that labor means to base 
its campaign for improved conditions on eco- 
nomic study and adjustments rather than on 
arbitrary demands for higher wages. 

In this connection it is interesting to note 
that last year the Bureau of Conciliation set- 
tled 307 of the 478 industrial disputes refer- 
red to it. Only 57 cases were recorded as 
‘unable to adjust,” indicating that industrial 
owners and workers are well disposed to take 
advantage of this Government agency. 

At the same time the National Industrial 
Conference Board announced that the incomes 
of industrial wage earners in this country have 
reached this fall their highest level since 1920. 
Employment in manufacturing plants has 
reached its highest point since April, 1927. 
Six per cent more workers are employed than 
at the low point in November, a year ago. 
Various elements enter into these figures, but 
undoubtedly the tendency of labor toward co- 
operation and away from industrial strife is 
reflected in the improvement. 
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CITY REFORM BADLY NEEDED. 


Philadelphia is furnishing a good many ex- 
amples of needed municipal reforms. A 
widespread investigation has been conducted 
into criminal conspiracies’ involving many 
members of the city’s police force and under- 
world characters. Now the Pennsylvania Civil 
Service. Association is demanding that the city 
employment system .be overhauled to curtail 
waste estimated to total several million dollars 
annually. ye :

RAILROAD MERGER PLANS. 


Whether the ever-increasing transportation 
needs of the Hastern Seaboard are to be met 
by the existing four trunk lines, or whether the 
Interstate Commerce Commission will author- 
ize the formation of a fifth trunk line, may -be 
decided early next month. The news became 
public this week that executives of the four 
existing trunk lines will meet in New York 
early in December to try again to reach an 
agreement on the four-party plan. Several 
weeks ago the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission refused to reconsider the Pittsburgh 
& West Virginia case, by which the Taplin 
brothers, virtual owners of the property, were 
given permission to construct a line between 
Cochrans Mill and Connellsville, Pa., linking 
their road with the Western Maryland and 
providing a through route from Chicago to 
Baltimore. This action gave rise to the im- 
pression that the commission finally was ready 
to consider the advisability of establishing the 
fifth trunk line.

DIES AT AGE OF 7d 


Was Famed as Leader Who 
Seized Vera Cruz Dur- 
ing 1914 Strife. 


COMMANDED BIG~- FLEET 


New York, Nov. 28 (A.P.).—Admiral 
Frank F. Fletcher, U. S. N., retired, died 
today in St. Luke’s Hospital. He was 
73 years old. 

Seizure and occupation of Vera Cruz 
during the Mexican trouble in April, 
1914, was the most famous exploit in 
Admiral] Fletcher's career in the Navy. 

In 1915 he was designated admiral! tn 
command of the Atlantic fleet, which 
post he occupied until June, 1916. 

He was a member of the War Indus- 
tries Board of the Council of National 
Defense in 1917 and a member of the 
general joint Army and Navy board. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Susan H. Fletcher, and two daughters, 
Mrs. Reginald Hubbell and Alice S. 
Fletcher. 

In 1916 Admiral Fletcher made a 
drastic indictment of the shortcomings 
of the American Navy in a _ report 

which was suppressed by the Navy De- 
partment but which was later sent to 
the Senate when that body demanded 
to see it. 

While the furore created by the re- 
port was still stirring official Washing- 
ton, Admiral Fletcher was awarded the 
Navy Medal for distinguished conduct 
for his exploit at Vera Cruz. 

At the preliminary meeting of the 
League of Nations arms conference he 
Was designated naval expert to assist 
Hugh Gibson, chief of the American 
delegation. 

Funeral services for Admiral Fletcher 
will be held at Trinity Church on Fri- 
day. Burial will be in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery.

‘SAFETY DEVICE RULE 


WIPED OUT BYI.C.6. 


Decides to No Longer Compel 
Railroads to Install Auto- 
matic Systems. 


OTHER CHANGES URGED 


(Associated Press.) 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has decided to refrain from com- 
pelling railroads to make further in- 
Stallations of automatic train control 
devices or block signals. 

The decision was announced yester- 
day in the course of a report conclud- 
ing an investigation into the present 
Status of automatic signals and devices. 
and the staterrent indicated that the 
commission considered safety on rall- 
roads could be promoted by elimina- 
tion of grade crossings, the betterment 
of bridges and the replacement of 
wooden passenger cars. 

Three years ago the commission, over 
the protest of a large number of rail- 
roads, ordered very extensive installa- 
tion on al) first-class roads of train 
control devices intended to automati- 
cally halt a train when a stop signal Is 
disregarded. 

“It has been shown in this case that 
the number of accidents and casualties 
which result from disregard of signal 
indications is relatively smal] in com- 
parison with those which result from 
other causes,” the commission's decl- 
sion sald “We therefore believe that 
vigorous efforts to provide adequate 
protection against the larger number of 
accidents which arise from such causes 
will afford a greater measure of safety 
than requiring by order special efforts 
to extend train control installation. 

“For that reason we have concluded 
not to sequire by order at the present 
time further installation of train-stop 
or train-control devices. 

“The carriers should be diligent in 
their efforts to provide adequate protec- 
tion against accidents due to grade 
crossings, deraillments, collisions in (r- 
ritory not protected by block signals, 
failure of wooden bridges and trestles 
and the use of wooden passenger train 
cars which have been repeatedly men- 
tioned in our recommendations to Con- 
gress. We shall expect them to under- 
take the necessary studies and tests to

A barrage of objections by gas com- 
pany attorneys, sustained time and 
again by John W. Childress, chairman, 
and Harrison Brand, jr.. vice chairman 
of the Public Utilities Commission, 
brought to an end yesterday, with con- 
Siderable of an anticlimax, the second 
phase of the testimony of Byers McK. 
Bachman, chief accountant of the 
commission and the first witness to 
take the stand in the gas valuation 
hearings who has not been put on by 
the gas company to boost its valuation 
so that it may increase present gaa 
rates.

“At an appropriate time,” he con- 
tinued, “Il propose to argue that the 
commission is bound by law for pur- 
poses of this valuation to consider only 
the evidence adduced here.” 

Childress, who apparently has an ab- 
horrence of disagreements and disputes, 
sought to calm the situation by agree- 
ing, “Oh, yes. to be sure,” but failed 
in his object when he added, “but every 
day we make use of information in our 
files to guide us in deciding matters.” 
to which Hoover replied firmly, “But 
not this matter,” and his objection was 
sustained. 

Bachman said that the gas company 
had not set up any depreciation sys- 
tem on the basis of the length of life 
of any of its e~ulpment, but simply 
set aside nine cents for each thousand 
feet of gas sold, from which it took 
funds for operating maintenance and 
let the balancs stand as a depreci- 
ation reserve. 

But this sum had been found inade- 
quate and the account usually “was 
in the red” Bachman said and the 
company had increase the sum to 12 
cents per thousand feet in 1926 with- 
out asking the utilities commission for 
its approval, although it should have 
done so. 

At the conclusion of the cross exam- 
ination of Bachman by Fleharty the 
hearings were adjourned until 10 o’clock 
Wednesday morning, when the gas com- 
pany attorneys are expected to begin 
cross examining the chief accountant 
of the commission, upon whose report 
the gas company has put a corps of 
accountants to work.
